Fernle, April 23.— The joint con- 
vention of miners and operators was 
hold in Miners' hall today at 2 p. m. 
All the operators and all the board 
members of district IS, U. M. W, of 
America attended, also Vice-President 
Lewis, of the Miners' International. 

At the outset President Sherman, of 
the miners, brought up the question 
of opening the convention to ttie pub- 
lic, and personally was in favor of 
this. 

In a rather sharp reply President 
Llndsey said the operators were pres- 
ent as guests of the miners and de- 
clared it was immaterial to them and 
up to the miners. Owing to the view 
he took of the matter, Vice-President 
Lewis spoke against opening for the 
public, and a motion was passed ex- 
eluding all' but operators and mem- 
bers of the district board of miners. 
Tho room was then cleared. The 
press was also excluded. 

In the morning the miners sent a 
telegram to the- minister of labor, 
claiming that when the miners want- 
ed peace the operators gave battle, 
and are therefore responsible for the 
situation, 

Mackenzie King arrived on a spe- 
cial tonight, with 13. J. Bury, super- 
intendent of the C. P. It., Winnipeg, 
and E. R. Jamleson, superintendent 
of the western division of the C. P. 
R. Both these officials left for the 
west again tonight. 

Mackenzie King states that Sir 
William Mulock has been appointed 
tho third member of the board of In- 
quiry by tho government, and that 
he left Toronto today on his way 
here. 

A. R. Qalvln, vlce-presldont of the 
Miners' union, was chairman of to- 
day's conference. 

Mackenzie King's visit here is not 
looked upon with much favdr by 
either side. Sir ' William Mulock 
will be chairman of the board of in- 
vestigation. 

Reply from Minister 

Tho following reply has been re- 
ceived by the coal operators in re- 
ply to the telegram forwarded by 
them to the minister of labor: 

"The minister of labor directs me 
to acknowledge your telegram of 
April 22 referring to his alleged 
statements in the house of commons 
concerning the coal situation in the 
west, and to state that many inaccur- 
ate reports have appeared In the 
newspapers, both as to events in tin? 
vicinity of the mines and as to inci- 
dents in the house of commons, and 
until he is in possession of tho par- 
ticular reports of his speech to which 
reference is made In your telegram, 
he Is unable to state whether or not 
they are accurate. The minister is 
grateful for the Information contained 
In your telegram, and Is glad to know 
that the operators have obeyed the 
law In every respect, and that they 
will welcome and facilitate In every 
way possible the proceedings of the 
board of conciliation and investiga- 
tion. (Signed) P. A. Acland, secre- 
tary department of labor." 

The Conference 

Tho statement so far as the con- 
ference Is concerned, which adjourned 
tonight at about 11 o'clock till 10 in 
tho morning, is that the general con- 
ditions are still subject to tho con- 
ference. Both sides are talking, but 
nothing definite has yet been arrived 
at. The operators when pressed for 
a statement said they had nothing 
further to communicate except that 
they received another proposition 
from the miners, and that the general 
indications were that the men will 
return to work pending the sitting of 
the conciliation board. 

J. L. Parker, the operators' arbitra- 
tor, stated that at the suggestion of 
Mackenzie King he saw Messrs. Sher- 
man and Lewis and they promised to 
call a meeting of the men to consider 
going hack at the old wage scale 
until after tho board sits. The min- 
ers 1 arbitrator, Mr. Eckstein, Inter- 
viewed tonight, admitted having wired 
Mackenzie King himself, believing 
that tho minister was the only man 
who had a right to act in the way of 
intervention. 

Mr. King's Views 

Interviewed by the press tonight, 
Mackenzie King said I hat from what 



he has learned since his arrival here, 
the appointment of Sir William Mu- 
lock would be satisfactory to both 
parties, and he thought it Impossible 
to obtain a better chuirman. Ho had 
already talked with Messrs. Sherman 
and Lewis, miners' officials, with op- 
erators, and also with Hon. W. H. 
dishing, and said that that he would 
stay until the matter was settled one 
way or another. He was here to see 
everything go through in a business- 
like way. Asked if he was here to 
enforce the law, he said that it was 
actually in operation now, und has 
been since It was passed. 

It was pointed out to Mr. King that 
the miners said the new law took 
away the only weapon of the men, 
their right to strike. 

"There is an impression In the 
minds of some," he answered, "that 
tho law compels tho parties to accept 
the findings of the board- of investiga- 
tion, and that miners have no right 
to strike. The law does not take 
away this right, but says before 
striking there must be an investiga- 
tion. After the report is made tho 
miners nre at perfect liberty to 
strike. I should say that if the 
right to strike was taken away it 
would certainly deprive them of In- 
dividual liberty. Being a now meas- 
ure, it H only natural that there 
should be a great many erroneous 
opinions in regard to it. ' I. have no 
doubt that as soon as the men

BRUTALLY TORTURED 

Reports to Parliament Make 
Sickening Revelations of 
Police Action

St. Petersburg, April 28.— In 
lower house of Pntlianient today 
Fergmament, Constitutional Democrat, 
read, tho reports , of the Interpellation 
committee regarding charges that pris- 
oners had been tortured In order to 
obtain confessions. Details of some 
seventy cases were given. The prison 
ers were beaten on sensitive parts of 
their bodies with Cossack whips and 
rubber rods; their linger nails and 
hair wer pulled out. Tho tortures in 
many cases were prolonged for eight 
to ten days. One man, who was only 
22 years old, looked like an old man 
after having been tortured. The re- 
ports added that It was difficult to de- 
termine exactly the number of victims, 
hut it could safely be assumed that all 
who were sentenced by drumhead 
court martial, or who overpowered the 
prison officers at Riga on April 13', 
passed through the torture chamber. 

The vice-minister of the interior, M. 
Makaroff, and the vice-minister of 
justice, M. Lutvl, replied In behalf of 
tho government and were accorded a 
respectful hearing. 

M. Makaroff detailed tho results of 
the official Investigation into the 
charges brought against the prison of- 
ficials of Riga in March last, which 
were shown to be well founded. The 
prisoners were clubbed by the police 
at the time of their arrest, and in 
tho course of their examination in at- 
tempts to force confessions from them 
the complete Illegality of which was 
admitted by the government authori- 
ties, resulting In Premier Stolypln 
ordering that proceedings bo com- 
menced against the guilty persons. 
Continuing, M. Makaroff assured the 
house that tho government hnd no In- 
tention of overlooking crimes commit- 
ted by officials, and added that tho 
prosecution of the guilty persons has 
already begun. 

M. Lutvl defended the prison guards 
for killing prisoners who attempted to 
escape from custody.

TO S01E CRITICISMS 



Attitude in Regard to Moyer and 
Haywood,' of Western 

. Federation

.Washington. .April 23.— In a letter 
addressed- to Honor Kaxen, of Chi- 
cago, chairman of the Cook County 
Moyer-Haywood conference, niado 
public today, President Roosevelt re- 
plied to the criticisms of his recent 
letter in which lie referred to Moyer 
and Haywood, of the Western Feder- 
ation of Miners, charged with impli- 
cation in the murder of former Gov- 
ernor Steunenburg, of Idaho, as "un- 
desirable citizens." 

The president says he regrets that 
any body of men should so forget their 
duty to their country as to, by forma- 
tion of societies and in other ways, 
endeavor to enforce justice and coerce 
court or jury; that they, not he, are 
trying to influence justice, and he 
condemns what he calls their flagrant 
Impropriety in the matter. 

lie says that he indicated no opinion 
as to their guilt of the Stuenonburg 
murder, but it was a simple absurdity 
to suppose that because a man Is on 
trial lie is free from criticism. As for 
trying to influence the suits against 
any man, he had not dono so. He said 
that Moyer and Haywood stood as rep- 
resentatives of those who habitually 
appear guilty of incitement to order 
apology for bloodshed or violence. He 
added that he was profoundly indiffer- 
ent to the condemnation of him for 
his criticisms of the undesirable type 
of citizens, regardless of the powers of 
either labor or capital. 



TORONTO CAB STRIKE 

Toronto, April 23. — Toronto cab- 
men's strike involves 7. r >0 men. Only 
forty non-union drivers can be found 
In the city. Undertakers are unable 
to conduct funerals and are making 
arrangements fo mourners to go by 
street cars and automobiles. Hearse- 
drivers do not belong to the union, but 
are told that unless they join tho union 
the drivers will now follow the re- 
mains. Tiny demand for automobiles 
is enormous, and liveries are sending 
out wagons and renting vehicles of all 
descriptions in places of cabs with- 
out drivers. 



London, April 23. — Today's sitting of 
this imperial conference was devoted 
to discussing matters connected, with 
the defence of the empire. Tho reso- 
lution providing for the creation of 
a general staff of the empire, which 
was tabled on April 20, was again 
brought ui> and finally adopted with 
a few verbal changes. It includes 
provisions for the Interchange of of-< 
fleers representing the Imperial gov- 
ernment and the colonies. 

The first lord of tho admiralty, Lord 
Tweedmouth, outlined a scheme for 
Imperial naval defence, and lengthily 
discussed its general trend. The re* 
marks of tho colonial premiers on the 
subject were in favor of a discontinu- 
ance of the colonial contributions, 
which hitherto have been sunk in tho 
general naval expenditure, and the 
substitution of a system by which 
the colonies may man and keep up 
a certain number of ships, to be sup- 
plied by Great Britain, and under- 
take to maintain coaling stations and 
ammunition and food depots available 
to the imperial navy. 

Observers note the extreme cordi- 
ality which has sprung up botween 
Premier Laurier and Premier Botha, 
members of races formerly not own- 
ing allegiance to tho British crown, 
and both now the first citizens ofj 
their respective countries. 

Gen, Botha has been so impressed 
with Sir AVIIfrld Laurier's deep In- 
sight into affairs appertaining to self- 
governing colonies that he has given 
him a pressing invitation to visit the 
Transvaal, believing that tho spec- 
tacle of tho brilliant and accomplished 
statesman of foreign dc.iee.ijt, ypt an 
advocate of the "highest traditions oU 
the British empire, will have a splen- 
did effect on tho people of the Trans- 
vaal. It is noted also that Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier and General Botha invar- 
iably agree in the discussions of tha 
conference.

The bill to amend the Land " act, 
which lias been before ■ the provincial 
legislature for a week or more, passed 
through committee yesterday after- 
noon. During the discussion members 
of the opposition again protested 
against the passage of that section 
which provides that the government 
shall forego its reversionary interest 
in the property.. Having advanced 
sufficient reasons why this should be 
done in the instance referred to all ob- 
structionary amendments were voted 
down. The measure providing for a 
court of appeal passed its third read 
lug while the members of Victoria in- 
troduced some important amendments 
to tlie Municipal Clauses act. 

A Point of Order 
Mr. Bowser moved that tlie report 
on "An Act to Amend the British Co- 
lumbia Railway Act" should he dis- 
charged to allow its recommlttment for 
the reception of an amendment as fol- 
lows: ..„ „ 
"5. Sub-section (7) of section 10 of 
the 'British Columbia Railway Act' is 
here amended to road as follows: 

"If any alterations from the original 
plan or survey are intended to be 
made in the line or course of the rail- 
way, or in respect to tlie lands pro- 
posed to be taken for tlie purposes of 
the railway, la map or plan and book 
of reference of such alterations on the 
same scale and containing tlie same 
particulars as the original map or plan 
and book of reference shall be depos- 
ited and certified in the, manner pre- 
scribed in sub-section (2) of section 10 
of tliis act or amendments thereto." 

Some discussion followed as a result 
of an objection taken by Mr. Oliver, 
who claimed that it was necessary that 
two days notice had to be given before 
a bill could be recommitted for amend- 
ment. , „ 

The government pressed tlie resolu- 
tion and Speaker Ebe'rts ruled that the 
motion was in order. ; 

"Then I would ask for your author 
ity," said Mr. Oliver. 

"One of the reasons," replied the 
speaker, "is tlie fact Hint I understood 
that an arrangement had been reached 
and that I know of no rule which, un- 
der the circumstances, would require 
two days notice." ' ■ 

Mr. Oliver replied that he did not 
know of an instance where a motion 
had been* made to have a bill recom- 
mitted from the "report" stage. It 
was a case in which there was no 
precedent. * : 

The member for Delta allowed this 
point to pass. The motion that the 
hill be recommitted having carried ho 
contended that notice was required In 
order to give instructions to commit- 
tee. Therefore tlie consideration of 
tlie amendment could not he preceded 
with at the present sitting. 

The sneaker ruled that notice should 
be given, thus upholding the point 
raised by the member for Delta. 
Court of Appeal 
"An Act Constituting a Court of 
Appeal and declaring its Jurisdiction" 
was considered on report, the member 
for Nanalnio introducing an amend- 
ment to strike out section -1 which pro- 
vides for th» precedence of British 
Columbia judges. He thought that it 
was time such a thing should be done 
away with. It was ridiculous and he 
felt sure that the majority of the peo- 
ple were heartily "sick" of such ab- 
surd actions on the part of the legis- 
lature. The house had taken a step 
in the right direction when "wigs" had 
been abolished from the judicial bench 
of British Columbia. He was of the 
opinion that it should be followed up 
by eliminating a clause of such a fool- 
ish character. What did it matter 
Which judge should enter a "ping 
pong" fete or a "pink tea" first. The 
whole matter was of so petty a char- 
acter that he thought his amendment 
should carry. 

Not Social Precedence 
Mr. Macdonald did not think the 
house should have anything to do with 
social precedence. He thought the sec- 
tion provided for judicial precedence 
which was necessary for fixing to some 
extent, the duties of the judges. It was 
not a question of which official should 
walk first into a drawing room or a 
social function. 

Amendment Defeated 
On division tlie amendment was de- 
feated, Messrs. Hall, Macdonald and 
Oliver voting witli the government in 
its favor. \ 

"An Act to Amend tlie Supreme 
Court Act" was adopted on report and 
the third reading was fixed for the 
next sitting. , 

Vancouver Incorporation 
"An Act to Amend the North Van- 
couver City Incorporation Act, 1906" 
was dealt witli on report, the fourth 
member for Vancouver, Mr. Garden, 
moving as follows: 

To* add a new section, to be known 
as 2-1, as follows: 

"24. In addition to the provisions of 
the Municipal Clauses Act and tlie 
Land Registry Act in that behalf, the 
council of the city shall have the right 
to withhold their approval of any sub- 
division plan of property within tlie 
limits of tlie. city until all new streets 
and lanes shown on such plan have 
been cleared and rough graded to a 
width to be determined by tlie coun- 
cil bylaw." 

Ami re-number the following section 

' Vr.' Garden explained why he con- 
sidered ills proposal a good one, stat- 
ing that it would inaugurate a system 
of local improvement in road construc- 
tion. , , 

Hon. Carter Cotton opposed tin: mo- 
tion arguing that it practically meant 
the confiscation of property. He did 
not favor tlje motion, 

Close Division 
' On a division the amendment was 
declared lost, by about twelve to ten. 
Tlie bill wtis read a third time. 

The Land Act 
"An Act to Amend the Land Act'! 
was taken up again In committee, Mr. 
Scholofteld .taking the chair. 

The measure was dealt with expe- 
ditiously, many amendment's being In- 
troduced and adopted without dissen- 
sion. It wiis expected that, renewed 
opposition would be met with from 
Mr. Macdonald and his followers. They, 
however, allowed the bill to proceed 
towards the final stage without Inter- 
ruption, Which was taken as a demon- 
stration that the debate of the pre- 
vious night hud exhausted their re- 
sources, or that they were anxious to 
allow business to go forward as rapidly 
as possible In order to bring on pro- 
rogation at an early date, 

Government's Quarter Interest 
The reading of the hill was com- 
pleted before thu opposition was ut 



all evident. Then Mr. Oliver moved 
for the reconsideration of section ten 
which provides that the quarter reser- 
vation of lands held by tho govern- 
ment should not apply to the property 
sold at Point Grey. He argued that 
such legislation would mean that con- 
siderable land at Hastings town-site, 
properly belonging to the government 
would be released. If the property was 
valued at $1,000 an acre it would be 
equivalent to giving away public prop- 
erty worth anywhere between $150,- 
000 and $250,000. He thought that the 
section should be allowed to stand 
over so that all information avail- 
able might he laid before the houso bo- 
fore it was endorsed. 



Investigation Suggested 

Mr. Hawthornthwaite thought the 
motion was a wise one. He certainly 
would Insist that tlie matter should 
bo probed to the bottom. . If the 
amendment was not accepted then it 
would be necessary for some member 
to move for tho appointment of a 
select committee for Investigation. 

The motion was put and lost on a 
straight party vote. 

Ironical Titles 
Mr. Hawthornthwaite moved in 
amendment that the title should be 
struck out and substituted therefor 
the words, "An Act to Prevent the 
Pre-emption of Lands in British Col- 
umbia." He said that such would 
lie the result and lie submitted it as 
a protest. 

This was defeated. 
Mr. Hawthornthwaite again moved 
to have the title changed to read: 
"An Act to Aid the Betterment of 
C. P. R. Lands." He said that, as 
tlie effect of the .measure would he. 
to prevent the taking up of -provin- 
cial holdings, it would give the rail- 
way company a chance to dispose of 
its 'holdings at "boom" prices. 

This, also, on being put, was de- 
feated. 

Mr. Oliver moved that the title 
should be altered to read: "An Act 
to present to Owners of Land in 
Hastings Townsite Valuable Rights of 
the Crown." He contended that such 
would bo the effect of tlie bill and he 
submitted the amendment In all seri- 
ousness. 

On being, put this also was lost, 

Bill Carried 
Tho bill carried and the committee 
rose, reporting it complete with 
amendments. 

In Committee 

. "An Act to . Amend the Rivers and 
Streams Act" was dealt with' In com- 
mittee, H. B. Thomson occupying the 
chair. An amendment was introduced 
by the member for Delta providing 
that those subjected to what might 
bo deemed excessive tolls for use of 
streams for logging purposes should 
have' tho right to appeal to the lieu 
tenant -governor in council and not 
the chief commissioner of lands and 
works. This was carried. 

On the committee rising tho bill 
was reported complete with amend- 
ments. 

Supply Bill 
The supply bill was taken up in 
committee with- the member for Okan- 
agan in tlie chair. 

The bill was reported • complete 
without ' amendments. 

It .was read a third time. . 
s '' Applying to Victoria 
"An act- to confer upon the council 
of the corporation of the City of Vic- 
toria certain powers 'in addition to 
thoije conferred by the •Municipal 
Clauses act,' awl to enact provisions 
in aid of municipal government par- 
ticularly applicable to Victoria" was 
given its second reading, Mr. Bow- 
ser explaining its purport. Ho- said 
that there were certain sections con- 
tained in It which might be deemed 
objectionable. They ' were of what 
might lie termed a drastic character 
and could not be considered at such 
a late stage of the session. They 
would be withdrawn In coi oilttee. 

Tho blil passed Its second reading 
without discussion. 

Water Clauses Act 
"An Act to Amend the Water 
Clauses Consolidated Act, 1807," wus 
given Its second reading. In this 
connection it was explained that the 
amendments proposed dealing with 
the issuance of certificates giving the 
judges discretionary powers In con- 
sidering the applications of coin- 
pan les. 

It passed its second reading on a 
vote. 

Advanced Two Stages 

"An Act to Amend the Line Fences 
and Water Courses Act" was put 
through Its second reading and com- 
mittee, Mr. Kergln, of Atlln, taking 
the chair on the latter occasion. It 
was explained that the measure was 
Introduced as a result of the passage 
of Mr. Oliver's "Ditches and Water 
Courses Act." It was intended to 
lpake the two enactments conform. 
The third reading was fixed for the 
next, sitting. 

Private Bill 

"An Act Respecting the Consolida- 
tion of the Leases hold by the Cariboo 
Gold Mining Company" was put 
through committee with Mr. Ellison* in 
the chair, 

The bill was reported complete 
without amendment. 

Third Reading 
Mr. Oliver moved that the report on 
"An Act Respecting Ditches and 
Water Courses," should be adopted 
This carried and the hill passed its 
third reading. 

The Drug Business 
"An Act to Amend the Pharmacy 
Act" was considered on report. M r. 
Hawthornthwaite moved that section 
7, regulating the sale of drugs by 
Joint stock companies bo struck out, 
Ho claimed that it was an attempt 
to keep out capital from investing in 
business to the injury of the purchas 
Ing public. 

Minister's Explanation 
The minister of education thought 
the amendment' was wrong. The pro- 
posal would encourage investment be- 
cause it would afford protection to 
capital. It was aimed at those com- 
panies which, for the purpose of ad- 
vertisement, would place small drug 
stores In the corner of their establish 
ment. Thus it would protect those 
who entered tlie business in a bona 
fide way. He thought It was a 
worthy proposal. 

Good Principle 
Mr. Williams agreed with the prin- 
ciple but argued that It did not con- 
from with tho spirit of the present 
commercial age. It was proposed to 
protect the small druggists. If that 
was done oilier small concerns would 
ask for the name thing In the fu- 
ture. 

Dr. Hall thought that tho proposal 
was well timed, but he believed that 
it should be modified to apply* only 
to joint stock companies keeping 
drug stores or selling those sundries 
usually found In such places of busi- 
ness. 

Amendment Lost 

On a division' the amendment was 
lost. 

The bill was put through Its third 
reading, thorc being no objection. 1 
Municipal Clauses Act 
"An Act to 'Amend the Municipal 



■ ■ ■ 

Clauses Act" was put through eoni- 
mlttoo with Mr. Jardlno in the chair 

Mr. Davey moved that section 50 bo 
amended by adding the following sub- 
sections: 

"(101) To compel owners of private 
streets and lanes to Indicate that the 
same do not belong to the city and to 
maintain the same in a cleanly and lit 
state": 

This carried. 
t Vehicle Tax 

Another sub-section Mr. Davey In- 
troduced is appended-. 

"(192.) In city municipalities, for im- 
posing an annual tax, not exceeding 
$2, on all vehicles (except bicycles, In- 
valid carriages, perambulators and 
children's vehicles) used in the city. 
The council may, by by-law, exempt 
from the payment of this tax all trad- 
ers keeping vehicles for the delivery 
of their own merchandise or In the 
exercise of any trade or calling, and 
vehicles owned and used by farmers 
resident outside the city * using the 
streets shall not be taxable." 

Mr. Oliver did not think municipali- 
ties should have power to tax all ve- 
hicles. 

"There are exemptions," pointed out 
Mr. Davey. 

"Yes but they need not bo taken into 
consideration," retorted Mr. Oliver. 

Mr. Davey pointed out that It was 
intended to make the act clearer in re 
spect to the vehicle tax. 
The amendment carried.

Assessment 

Mr. Davey introduced a further 
amendment as follows: 

"To assess real property adjoining 
and fronting on any park, square, pub 
Hi drive or boulevard for or in respect 
<.f Improvements', works and services 
made, done or provided upon or In any 
such drive or boulevard, in like man- 
ner as real property fronting or abut- 
ting on any public street, but so that 
the council shall contribute at least 
one-third of the cost of such Improve- 
ments, works and services out of mu- 
nicipal funds; and no petition shall 
avail to prevent tho carrying out of 
any local Improvement, work or ser- 
vices in any such parks, square, drive 
or boulevard, and the making of spe- 
cial assessments therefor as afore- 
said." 

He explained that tills was modelled 
after the Ontario act. 

The attorney general said that a 
similar proposition had been refused at 
the last session of tho legislature.

Withdrew Proposal 

After discussing the following sec- 
tion Mr. Davey also agreed to with- 
draw It: 

"In tho city municipalities, to ex- 
propriate in all cases where lands and 
real property may be expropriated un- 
der the said acts, and leasehold inher- 
ent, and any estate,- right or title 
Interest In such lands or real prop- 
erty, or any easement or right appur- 
tenant to such lands or real properly, 
or any easement or right in, under or 
upon tlie same." 

Place Wires Underground" 
Mr. Davey also moved: 
"In municipalities, to regulate the 
placing of polos and . wires, and the 
placing of poles in' case of permanent 
sidewalks or permanent work, with due 
regard to existing contracts."- 

Ho pointed out that it would give 
the municipalities power to force the 
companies to place their wires under- 
ground. . 

Mr. Oliver thought that such legis- 
lation should not be passed without 
giving the corporations an opportunity 
to be : heard.- 

The attorney general coincided with 
this view. : '. . ; 

Mr. Davey, thereupon withdrew his 
motion.

Taxation 

Another amendment was submitted 
by Mr. Davey as follows:

ON NEW RESIDENCES 



Bungalow Homes Appear to be 
Most Popular at Pres- 
ent Time 



Building activity In ' the ' city con- 
tinues to increase. Not only are oper- 
ations being pushed ahead at the 
present time on a number of large and 
Important structures in tho buslncys 
portion of the city, but in residential 
districts many houses are going up. 
The rush of building which marked 
the opening of spring and the coming 
of the really warm weather has been 
steadily augmented, and almost every 
day the ground is broken in some 
part of the city or other for the found- 
ation of a new home. Tho architects 
are being kept busy drawing out plans, 
while the contractors have on their 
hands all the work that they can do. 

A feature of the present activity Is 
the fact that tho majority of the 
houses under construction are below 
two stories in height. Not a single 
three-storey residence is being erected, 
and the majority of those now under 
construction are one and a half stories 
In height. Tho growing popularity of 
these cosy little cottages cannot bo 
explained on grounds of economy, as 
for the cost at which many of them 
are being built, two and three-storey 
houses couid easily be erected. It 
seems to be due entirely to tho fact 
that this pattern has become fashion- 
able, and It looks as if the bungalow 
might be the characteristic style of 
home architecture in this city in the 
future. Many of the cottages now in 
course of erection have foundations of 
brick; stone or concrete. 

A significant fact is that one of the 
houses on which work was started re- 
cently is to be of brick. Tills resi- 
dence, which will be a one-storey cot- 
tage, is being built by IT. G. Humble- 
ton on the corner of Quadra street 
and Hillside avenue. It will cost 
51500 or just about as much as a 
WOOden cottage of tho same dimen- 
sions. Contracts have of late been 
let for several brick houses, and in 
view of tho high price of lumber, It 
seems probable that brick will grow In 
favor as a building material in this 
neighborhood. 

One of the prettiest little cottages 
being erected at the present time is 
for Mrs. Jane Chambers on Lot 133A, 
Block K, Victoria West. This cottage 
will be one and a half stories In height 
and Is being built of frame. It will 
have a stone foundation. 

Another comfortable little residence 
is going up on Springfield avenue for 
James Fairnll. This will bo one and 
0, half stories In height and will have 
a stone foundation. It will cost $.'1000. 

On Quadra street Mrs. Adelina Blr- 
neath is erecting a handsome, little 
one and a half storey residence. It 
will be of frame and will have a con- 
crete foundation. The cost will be 
about $2400. 

Mrs. Rosctta Drew is erecting a ono 
and a half storey cottage on Albany 
street. It will be of frame and will 
havo a cement foundation. Tho cost 
will be about $2fi00.

THE PROPOSED REMEDY. 



Wo do not like the- suggestion that 
tho unrestricted Importation of Chi- 
nese ought to be permitted in order to 
relieve the recurring difficulties In the 
coal mines. Wo are not yet prepared 
to admit that our system of olvillza 
tion has broken down, and that wc 
must send out a Macedonian cry to the 
people of the Orient to come over and 
help us in our sore distress. There 
nrc remedies that are worse than the 
disease, and this seems to be one of 
them. In nine case out of ton, where 
trouble occurs in concerns employing 
a large number of workmen, the fault 
lies with one or two Individuals. Per- 
haps an unreasonable employer, de- 
termined to have his own way In some 
matter that is not very material, cre- 
ates a bad feeling on tho part of his 
employees, and they are ready to re- 
port to indefensible steps to get even 
■with him. Perhaps some unscrupul- 
ous agitator, determined to advance 
his own ambitions at any cost, is able 
to slir up those who look to him for 
leadership. Tho great majority of tho 
shareholders In mining companies, and 
tho great majority of the working 
miners arc reasonable men, who would 
never have, any difficulty with each 
other if it were not for such causes as 
those above set out. But' the manager 
has his own ideas as to how things 
should be run, when perhaps in point 
tfact his experience docs not justify 
him In having any fixed opinions at 
all. He may bo tactless. Ho may not 
know men. In consequence he finds 
himself in trouble. At once ho calls 
out for Chinese labor. Ho wants that 
because he can do. with that pretty 
much as he likes. On the other hand 
some self-constituted labor leader, who 
Is able to live without working by con- 
vincing men, just as competent in 
every respect as he is, that they need 
his watchful care, thinks that it is ad 
visable In his interest to foment trou 
ble. If he cannot bring on a light 
occasionally, he fears that ho will have 
to take off his coat and work like oth- 
er men. Hence there comes a,-strike, 
and It is a fact that in the great. ma- 
jority of eases strikes result to tho 
disadvantage of the strikers. 

It is to meet just such cases that 
what is known as the Lemieux Act 
was passed, and if it is carried into 
effect with vigor and impartiality, 
great good ought to result, from it. 
There is perhaps some truth hi what 
is alleged as to the inefliclency of the 
act in some respects; but the principle 
Is a good one and even as it stands, 
the statutory provisions can be made 
productive of great benefit. Before we 
talk about importing coolies into Can- 
ada, let us see how this act will work. 
Bet us see if something cannot be 
do-no through the instrumentality of 
discussion and conciliation. Bet us 
try if it is not possible on the one hand 
to curb the indiscretion of some em- 
ployers and on the other to chock the 
recklessness of some agitators. AVe 
do not despair of the successful work- 
ing out of our industrial problems, 
simply because some square pegs have 
got into round holes, or because the 
agitator has not been legislated out of 
existence. When the time comes that 
we must stretch out our hands across 
the sea and call upon China to he!]) 
us solve our industrial difficulties, we 
will take a step backward that cannot 
easily be retraced. Tho Colonist rec- 
ognizes that In taking this stand it 
will not be endorsed by very many 
people of wealth and influence, and 
that a very large part of the Canadian 
press will hold a contrary view. We 
tell the workingmon very plainly that 
it may prove impossible for the gov- 
ernment of Canada to resist the press- 
ure that is being brought upon it from 
many sources to repeal the law im- 
posing the $500 head tax. That tax 
was imposed in the interest of labor 
in British Columbia. It was stoutly 
opposed by a very influential section 
of the press of both political parties 
In the East. Great corporations, em- 
ploying thousands of laborers, arc out- 
spoken in their demand for tho reduc- 
tion of tho tax to a sum which will 
permit Chinese to come to the country. 
They say that the worklngmen have 
taken an unfair advantage of the ex- 
clusion of Chinese. They say that the 
progress of the country Is being re- 
tarded for the lack of cheap labor. 
They claim that tho only way to pre- 
vent the whole country from suffering 
from a shortage of fuel, and to enable 
the farmers to cultivate the soil and 
harvest the crops is to admit Chinese 
freely. The workingmon ought to be 
very careful how they play Into the 
hands of those who take this position. 
The Colonist Is a firm believer in the. 
policy of Oriental exclusion, for rea- 
sons which it has already given, and 
therefore will not repeat today; but it 
is bound to say that these principles 
do not appear to have that hold upon 
tho minds of tho majority of Can- 
adians which they ought to have. We 
believe that it would he a calamity 



to have this western part of tho Do- 
minion overrun with Chinamen. The 
great majority of Canadians do not 
think there is the least fear of such a 
thing happening. It Is not much use 
preaching social and Industrial econ- 
omy to a man, who sees his family 
suffering for lack of fuel, or to the 
operator who sees his works closed 
down for the lack of It, or to the op- 
erative, who finds his wages cut off 
becauso there is'no coal to enablo the 
engineer in the factory to got up 
steam; or to the farmer who sees his 
grain piled up in elevators because tho 
railroads cannot haul It. Compared 
with the united influence of these and 
other people, affected by such inci- 
dents as that are now taking place at 
the coal mines, tho influence of the 
labor organizations and of such news- 
papers as take the same ground as the 
Colonist on tho subject of Oriental 
labor is comparatively small. Those 
of us who oppose Chinese immigra- 
tion may find ourselves swept away by 
a movement, which will be Irresistible, 
although in the end its effects will be 
calamitous. Therefore we urgo tho 
miners, we urge all workingmon to be 
reasonable in their demands. Bet tho 
Conciliation Act bo given a fair trial. 
If It Is not as effective as It ought to 
be, let it amended. But above all 
things do not give the friends of Ori- 
ental Immigration reason to say that 
eoojic labor is essential to the welfare 
of the country. Doubtless the min- 
ers In the present emergency have 
right on their side to some extent. If 
they have, public opinion will secure 
justice for them. Thoy will only alien- 
ate that opinion by persisting in a 
course, which will produce untold in- 
jury to thousands of people. They 
will strengthen their case by resum- 
ing work and trusting to the working 
of tho law to secure them recognition 
of their just demands.

OUR SALMON IN ENGLAND. 



The Colonist is not given to inter 
fering with the way private individu- 
als conduct their own affairs, but tho 
facts recently brought out In connec- 
tion with the canned salmon put up 
in this province suggest that some- 
thing might be done to make it known 
In the United Kingdom that we do put 
up salmon here. The experience of the 
gentleman, whose observations we 
quoted the other day, discloses a state 
of things, which is very extraordinary, 
to say the least of It. Although he 
tried diligently ho could not purchase 
a can of British Columbia salmon, at 
least under that name. He informs the 
Colonist that lie has not tho least 
doubt that most of the higher brands 
of salmon, put on the market by lead- 
ing purveyors, are from this market, 
but there is nothing on the cans to in- 
dicate the place of origin. For exam- 
ple, Bazenby sells a brand of canned 
salmon. Our informant thinks theso 
are from British Columbia, and he 'also 
/thinks that as the salmon are in- 
variably excellent, If somewhere on 
the can there was something to Indi- 
cate that it .came from this province 
it would be an advantage to all con- 
cerned. He says that- so far as he was 
able to gather, a preference would be 
given to the British Columbia pro 
duct over any other, if the purchaser 
was able to distinguish between the 
origin of brands. 

It would, of course, be possible for 
the canners to impress upon tho ends 
of the cans the place of origin. An 
other plan would be to provide In some 
way that upon each can of British 
Columbia salmon there should be a 
printed label stating that it had been 
put up here. The Dominion govern- 
ment undertook to see that certain 
Canadian farm products were properly 
labeled in Great Britain, and the Brit- 
ish government found no difficulty in 
having tho celebrated "Made in Ger- 
many" label put upon goods Imported 
from that country. In these days 
when we hear so much about inter- 
Imperial preference, It might be pos- 
sible to devise some plan whereby tho 
place of origin of any kind of goods 
might be Indicated upon tho package. 

AVe repeat that we are not presum- 
ing to tell the canners how they ought 
to carry on their business, and doubt- 
less there are some things In connec- 
tion with this particular line of trade 
about which wo know nothing at all. 
Our only object is to throw out a sug- 
gestion, which we hope those en- 
gaged in the trade will take into con- 
sideration. 



would bo to the people now resident 
on Vancouver Island. 

Tho course taken by the people of 
the little Eastern province, which, if 
it could be taken up bodily, could be 
hidden in the unexplored recesses of 
Vancouver Island, might be emulated 
by the representatives and people of 
A r ictoria with very good results.

The investment in the 
proposed tunnel would never be prof- 
itable to the Dominion from a llnan 
clal standpoint, at least it would hot 
be so for generations to come. Tho 
Investment in our proposed rail con- 
nection would be a profitable one 
from the day tho expenditure began. 
In view of these facts, are we unreas- 
onable In suggesting that the Van- 
couver Island project might advan- 
tageously become "a fruitful topic of 
discussion" at the next session of par- 
liament, seeing that it is too late to 
make it such at the present session'.'

AN EXAMPLE FOR US 



An Ottawa despatch to a St. John 
paper says that the question of es- 
tablishing uninterrupted communica- 
tion between Prince Edward's Island 
and tho mainland by means of a tun- 
nel has been a fruitful topic of dis- 
cussion during tho present session of 
parliament, notwithstanding the fact 
that the estimates of the cost of the 
work run all the way from $9,000,000 
to $15,000,000. The matter of cost 
does not appear to affect In any way 
tho agitation for the work, which, 
when completed, would be seven and 
a half miles long and one hundred and. 
fifty feet below the surface of the 
sea. Yet when a few months ago the 
Col.inlst urged that the question of 
all-rail connection witli the Mainland 
from Vancouver Island should be 
taken up in parliament, we were told 
by a contemporary that the cost was 
prohibitive. The value of the connec- 
tion with this Island would be Im- 
mensely greater to the whole Domin- 
ion than that of tho proposed connec- 
tion with Prince Edward's Island, al- 
though it must be conceded Unit to 
tho people now living on Prince Ed- 
ward's Island the proposed tunnel 
would bo of greater immediate utility 
than the proposed all-rail connection

privy council; and Sir Henry Howard, 
tho British minister at The Hague 
Naval and military experts will bo^ 
added to the delegation later. The Jap- 
anese delegates at the conference will J 
present a series of Independent propo- 
sitions, among them being the conclu- 
sion of conventions governing the con- 
duct of battles on land and at sea, the 
use of mines in commercial routes; the 
use of wireless telegraphy between be- 
sieged fortresses and points in neutral 
territory, the use of neutral ports for 
belligerent purposes, methods for de- 
claring the opening of hostilities and 
tile limitation of armaments.

ments made by Fisheries Commis- 
sioner Babcock in his report for the 
year 190ti, which was distributed 
among members of the provincial 
legislature yesterday afternoon. He 
recommends the adoption of the 
recommendations contained in the re- 
ports of the Dominion fisheries com- 
mission, asserting that if these were 
"embodied in regulations applicable to 
both our own and American waters, 
the decline that is at present so 
noticeable in the size of the runs of 
salmon to the Fraser River will be 
arrested and eventually result in their 
increase." 

The fisheries commissioner's r 
which is addressed to Attorney 
oral Fulton, reads in part as follows; 

"During the year I again made a 
thorough inspection of the tlshing 
grounds of the Fraser River district, on 
both sides of the international line; 
and of the spawning grounds of the 
Fraser River and its principal tribu- 
taries, for the purpose of informing 
myself of tho existing conditions of 
the fishery industry, so that I might 
intelligently report on the efficiency of 
tho fishery regulations, the number of 
salmon which reached the spawning 
beds, and '.he results obtained at the 
hatcheries. 

"In connection w'th thesa duties, 
and as a part thereof. I devoted, with 
your consent, a considerable part of 
the year to investigating the salmon 
and other fisheries of the province, as 
a member of tho British Columbia 
fisheries commission, 1906-1006, and 
under the direction of the minister of 
marine and fisheries of the Dominion 
government. You are acquainted with 
the fact that this commission was 
appointed by tlio Dominion govern- 
ment during the summer of 1906 to 
inquire into and report upon all tho 
fisheries of the province, and also to 
discuss, with a similar, board appoint- 
ed by Governor Mead of the state of 
Washington, measures necessary to 
preserve the salmon fisheries of Brit- 
ish Columbia and the state of Wash- 
ington. 

Work of Commission 

"During tlio year tlio Canadian 
commission held many public as well 
as executive meetings. ■ Fvidence was 
taken publicly,- 1h all the leading lish- 
ing centres of the province, of fisher- 
men, canners and others, and a careful 
examination was made of the salmon 
fishing grounds, and the methods used 
for tho capture of salmon in both the 
province and the state of Washing- 
ton. Though my work for the past 
five years has made me well acquaint- 
ed with the various features of the 
salmon fisheries, the public sittings of 
the commission again enabled me to 
confer with those most vitally con- 
nected with the salmon fishing Indus 
try from every section of the prov 
Ince, and to discuss witli the Wash- 
ington commissioner's measures look 
lng to the perpetuation of the salmon 
which pass through parts of Puget 
Sound to the spawning beds of tb 
Fraser River. 

"The work of the commission is not 
yet concluded, and will not be until 
next year; but that part of it which 
relates to the salmon fisheries, and its 
conferences and agreements with the 
Washington commission, is summar- 
ized in two interim reports which have 
been made to the commissioner, and 
which, because of their interest to our 
fishing folk, are made a part of the 
appendix to this report, together with 
excerpts from the testimony publicly 
given before the commission. If the 
recommendations of " the commission 
shall bo embodied in regulations ap- 
plicable to both our own and Ameri- 
can waters, I believe the decline that 
is at present so noticeable in the size 
of the runs of salmon to the Fraser 
Biver will be arrested, and eventually 
result in their increase. 

A Small Catch 
"Tho catch of sockeye salmon in the 
Fraser River district this year was 
pno of tho smallest in the history of 
tho' developed industry. 

The decline in the catch In each of 
the past six years is so pronounced as 
to clearly indicate that there is some 
continuous action at work which 
threatens the destruction of the in- 
dustry. 

The fact that the average life of 
the sockeye salmon is only four years, 
and the further fact that the run In 
the Fraser river district in a given 
year depends primarily upon the fish 
hatched from the eggs' deposited with- 
in tho Fraser watershed during the 
fourth preceding year, is .now gener- 
ally acknowledged by those acquaint- 
ed with the Industry as to require 
no argument here to support the 
statement. If it be true that the run 
this year was the product of the sal- 
mon which spawned on the Fraser 
watershed in 1902, it becomes a mat- 
ter of interest, in considering this 
year's run, to ascertain what were 
the conditions on the spawning 
grounds that year; what numbers of 
breeding fish reached and deposited 
their eggs there, and what was the 
result of the hatchery operations that 
season. 

In 1002, In the performance of my 
duties, I made a thorough inspection 
of the spawning beds. In my re- 
port of that year to the government 
I said: "During the entire spawn- 
ing .season of 1002 I devoted as much 
time to the examination of the ex- 
tensive spawning grounds of the Fra- 
ser and Thompson rivers as tlio lim- 
ited season would permit. At all 
the points visited in 1001 spawning 
fish' were seen in great numbers, 
wliilc during tho past season, but' few 
were , seen, and at some maces none 
at all. If the size' of the run of fish 
in the Fraser for a. given year Is de- 
pendent upon the abundance of fish 
upon the spawning grounds during 
the spawning period four years pre- 
vious, as the canners and r fishermen 
claim, and as the- records manifestly 
demonstrate, and as I believe, the run 
in 1905 will be large and the run in

The run tills year confirms the con- 
clusions which I sought to convey to 
tlie government in 1902. In view of 
the fact that the catch of 190H was 
02 per cent less than that of .the 
previous fourth year, 1899; that the 
catch of 1904 was 05 per cent less 
than that of 1900; that that of 190a 
was 22 per cent less than in 1901; 



cause there are no fish there during 
those days. During the 24 to 30 
hours immediately following the week- 
ly closed season between two and 
three hundred boats at the head of the 
fishing limits undo the greater part 
of the good accomplished in compel- 
ling the two or three thousand boats, 
and all the nets and traps below, to 
cease fishing for 30 hours, because 
the fishing grounds are so extensive 
that the fish cannot' cover the dis- 
tance during the closed period. Such 
a condition' did not exist when the 
fishing was mainly carried on in the 
river proper.

Nets would not be used dur- 
ing the sockeye season . of the poor 
years In the upper readies of the 
Fraser If there were not weekly clos- 
ed period, because their use would be 
profitless. Under present conditions 
their uso there is very profitable, be- 
cause they catch the > fish which are 
permitted to pass through the waters 
bolcw during the .'10 hour weekly 
closed period; which fact, if tlie 'fish 
were permitted to reach the spawn- 
ing grounds, would result in tlie 
hatcheries being filled to their capa- 
cities, and furnish sufficient spawn 
to stock the natural beds. There Is 
no question hut that a sufficient 
number of sockeye are permitted to 
pass through the waters of tlie Sound, 
the gulf and the lower ' channels of 
the river, and which reach the up- 
per channels, during the weekly closed 
period of 36 hours, to insure tlie pro- 
duction of future runs. . provided they 
were unmole'sted in (hii upper fishing 
limits for 24>to 3(1 hours longer. The 
catch of sockeye in the upper chan- 
nels' represents the 'greater proportion 
of their number which the fishermen 
below are compelled to let pass under 
tho mistaken belief that they will 
reach and stock ' the hatcheries and 
the spawning grounds. During the 
sockeye season there- Is little or no 
fishing conducted In the upper chan- 
nel of the Fraser during tho last 
three open days of each week, be- 



lt sufficient number of spawn-fish to 
low- 1 reach the spawning grounds, and 
taken thereby enable the hatcheries to secure 
f the sufficient eggs to stock them. Shorten 
the length of the tlshing area, and the 
benefits expected from the weekly 
closed season, ami the establishment 
and operation of the hatcheries will 
manifest themselves. 

Commissioner's Conclusions 

"For the sake of brovltv and be- 
cause I am convinced that there Is no 
necessity for more argument In sup- 
port of my deductions, permit me to 
submit the following summary of the 
conclusions which I have reached 
after five years' study of tho fisheries 
of tlie Fraser river district: 

"1. Tlie run of sockeye salmon to 
tho Fraser River district is decreasing, 
as is particularly demonstrated by (a) 
the decreasing catch, notwithstanding 
the Increased efficiency of fishing 
methods and apparatus, and the In- 
creased demand for fish; (hi the fail- 
ure to secure eggs for the hatcheries; 

(c) the conclusions announced in the 
reports of government agents who 
have studied the conditions on both 
the fishing and spawning grounds; 

(d) and by the testimony of the ma- 
jority of fishermen? canners and ob- 
serving persons living on ths head- 
waters of tho Fraser 'River and Its 
tributaries. 

"2. The decrease In the run of sock- 
eye salmon to the Fraser River district 
Is due to excessive fishing, which is 
demonstrated by (a) the failure of fish 
to reach the spawning grounds; (b) 
by the failure lo catch them In the 
upper reaches of the fishing limits of 
the river proper, except dining the 24 
to :!(i hours Immediately following the 
weekly, ciosed period; (c) the opinion 
of tho great majority of the fishermen 
and canners on both sides of the inter- 
national linn; and (d) by tlie con- 
clusions of the government agents who 
havo made a detailed study of the 
indust ry.' 

"3. That tho fishing Industry of the 
Ffnser River district cannot bo main- 



tained under existing conditions, and 
will be destroyed unless radical meas- 
ures for its conservation are adopted 
and made applicable to waters on both 
sides of the international line. 

"4. Tho present regulations, having 
failed in the purpose of their enact- 
ment, must be withdrawn and others 
substituted to meet existing condi- 
tions. 

Seton Lake Hatchery 

"The season's operations at the 
Seton I^ako hatchery were only mod- 
erately successful, though the number 
of sockeye which, entered the weirs at 
the outlet of the lake greatly exceeded 
the number either in 190,1 ov 1904. 
Owing to excessive and Utlusual rains 
the weirs which impounded tlie fish 
were destroyed, and the fish escaped 
before they were spawned. Retaining 
weirs were placed in Lake Creek, at 
the outlet, of Seton Lake, early in July. 
The first sockeye entered them on Juiy 
25, and thoy. continued to arrive until 
August 17.' when the run ceased. Ap- 
proximately 3000 reached the lake in 
July, and 12,000 in August. A few 
hundred sockeye, spring and cohoe 
salmon came in October. There were 
no humpbacks this year. Tho fish 
this year were larger and stronger and 
in much better condition than last 
season. As the number which entered 
the weirs at tho hatchery was larger, 
and arrived earlier than expected, we 
decided not to hold them between the 
weirs at the outlet of Seton Lake, but 
allowed them to pass into it and held 
them there by constructing a weir at 
the head of the lake, at the mouth of 
Portage Creek, the largo stream which 
connects Seton and Anderson lakes. 
When that weir was In jilace we 
counted the fish as they passed into 
Seton Lake as accurately as it was 
possible to make such a count, and 
they numbered 15,000, approximately, 
Seton Lake is IS miles long and an 
average of one mile in width. It is a 
significant fact that it took the sock- 
eye just SVi hours to travel that IS 
miles of almost curreriUess water. 
Last year It took those liberated 10% 
hours to make the distance. On .Sep- 
tember 6 the weirs at the mouth of 
Portage Creek were destroyed by a 
cloudburst. As soon as the weir was 
destroyed and tip; impounded fish 
began to pass up Portage Creek en 
route to Anderson Lake, the Indiana 
along tlie banks began to net, spear 
and caff them. An examination of 
the Indian smokehouses on the portage 
a day or two after tho flood disclosed 
that "they contained fully 5000 sockeye 
which had not spawned. No estimate 
was made of the number of similarly 
destroyed sockeye by the Indians at 
the head of Anderson Lake. During 
the day previous to the washing out of 
the weirs, and for a day or two after- 
wards, we succeeded in collecting 
1,250,000 sockeye eggs. Had we been 
able to retain the fish which were lib- 
erated, tlie collection of eggs would 
have exceeded S, 000,000, though the 
males greatly exceeded the females in 
number. 

"In October and November we ob- 
tained 2,500,000 eggs from late running 
fish. 

The Appendix 

"In the appendix to this report will 
bo found the two interim reports of 
the British Columbia fisheries commis- 
sion, 1905-1906, already referred to; 
excerpts from the testimony of each 
witness who publicly gave evidence 
before that commission In reference to 
tlie condition of tlie salmon fisheries 
of the Fraser River and the effective 
ncss of the present regulations; and 
also diagram tallies giving the salmon 
pack of the province and of each lm 
portant section."

A meeting of the executive com- 
mittee of the Victoria Day celebra- 
tion will be held this evening at the 
office of the secretary, Chancery' 
chambers, at S o'clock. At this meat- 
lug the chairmen of the various sub- 
committees will present their reports. 
It is necessary that these reports he 
presented tills evening In order that 
the printing committee may start on 
their advertising crusade. The ar- 
rangements . for tho celebration are 
rapidly rounding into shape and from 
the present outlook It appears as if 
it would compare with any of former 
years.

These In- 
dians are very anxious to visit Vic- 
toria this year and It is expected that 
there will be a large delegation from 
Uncle Sam's land to compote with the 
men on the Canadian side of the lino 
The rivalry between the American and 
the Canadian Indians was intensified 
last year when some of the tribes from 
tho gulf of Georgia sent crews over 
to Anacortes to compete in tho races 
and as some of the prizes came 
Canada the Americans arc looking for 
revenge and will come oyer In forco 
to make a determined effort to return 
with the scalps of tho Canadians in 
their belts. 

It has been suggested to the mem- 
bers of the committee that they em- 
brace more novel events and It Is very 
likely that when . the programme is 
finally drawn up It will include events 
similar to those which attracted so 
much attention at the Gorge on Labor 
Day of last year. Practically every 
one of these were new and the amuse- 
ment created pleased a large number 
.of Victorians. At the conclusion of 
this regatta the expression was freely 
heard "That It was the best ever held 
on tho Gorge." 

Another event that is expected to 
create excitement is the ladies' canoe 
races. This form of sport was given 
a prominent part on the programme of 
tho Vancouver Rowing club regatta, 
and among the contestants were sev- 
eral Victoria ladles and the fair pad- 
dlers from the Terminal City made a 
vow that they would visit Victoria 
this year to get even for what tho 
Victorians did to them last year. 

The fireworks committee is only 
awaiting the arrival of a representa- 
tive of Messrs. Hltt Bros, to visit the 
city to arrange tills part of the pro- 
gramme. He is expected to arrive to- 
day and if arrangements can possibly 
b c made a full report will be ready for 
the meeting this evening. In con- 
nection with the lireworks and illumi- 
nations the B. C. Electric Railway will 
again come to the assistance of the 
committee and Saturday evening. May 
26th, will witness a repetition of the 
glorious sight presented at the Gorge 
last year. It is not only another dis- 
play that has been promised, but this 
year's attraction will be on a much 
more elaborate scale than last year. 
Tho lireworks, under the guidance of 
the committee, will be set off at 
Beacon "Hill on the evening of Friday 
24th and should not be confused with 
that of the following evening at the 
Gorge. 

The horse parade committee Is hav- 
ing a rather difficult time completing 
arrangements, but it is very likely 
that everything will be in readiness in 
time for the opening of the celebra- 
tion. 

Arrangements for the lacrosse and 
baseball matches aro also under way 
and these will also add interest to tho 
general celebration. 

One of the principal events, how- 
ever, will be tho annual school snorts 
at Oak Bay on Thursday afternoon. 
These will furnish the committee with 
an opening for the programme that 
will be hard to beat. 

It is anticipated that more music 
will be given this year than has ever 
boon (he case before. t Music and then 
more music Is what many citizens are 
calling for, and the committee will tills 
year try to please tho crowds by giv- 
ing them all they want. 

Tho transportation committee is ar- 
ranging special rates from all near 
by ports and it Is expected that the 
crowd of outsiders who will be in 
town during the celebration will bo far! 
in excess of any during the past few 
years. 

On the whole the outlook is very! 
bright and with the assistance of the j 
citizens the celebration of 1907 will!

After a protracted debate on the 
question of qualifications for voting in 
municipal elections the city council 
on Monday night passed a resolution 
ashing the legislature to leave the law 
as it stands for the present. During 
the debate the question of universal 
adult suffrage was advocated by sev 
era), while one of the great' stumbling 
blocks in the way of the acceptance 
of tho legislation now before the house 
was the provision affecting men over 
50 years of age. 

When the matter came up the city 
solicitor reported that in view of the 
protests of the council the municipal 
committee of the house had decided to 
withdraw the first proposed amend 
mont to the act, and that another giv- 
ing a wider scope to the definition of 
the word "householder" had been in 
troduced. This, second amendment did 
not meet with the approval of the 
aldermen any more than did the first. 
Some expressed themselves for adult 
suffrage or nothing, and It was finally 
decided to ask tho Housu to leave the 
act unamended until the next session. 

The letter received from the city 
solicitors* ofii" the question was.^s fol- 
lows: 

We l)0!j to enclose two copies of the 
bill printed Introduced by Air. Behn- 
8 en to rectify as he puts it the errors 
In the construction of the definition 
of the term "householder" in- 
troduced in last years' bill. A 
householder is now a person who Is 
directly and personally liable apart 
from any other person or persons for 
municipal rates, taxes or fees, to the 
amount of not less than X2.00 unless 
he is especially designated as being ex- 
empt by statute or municipal bylaw 
and wdio shall, unless thus exempt, 
have paid directly the $2.00. The claim 
of exemption by. men of over GO years 
of age for road tax and females who 
are not liable for road tax will nol 
therefore in future prevail if this bill 
is passed. 

Tho proposed alteration carries out 
the views of tha House expressed last 
year to make the suffrage practically 
dependent upon the contribution of 
$2.00 In municipal taxes in some form 
or other. 

"I believe it Is the honest intention 
to do away with the present Incon- 
sistencies of the act," said Mr. Mann. 
"The proposed amendment follows the 
trend of the Idea of last year. It ex- 
acts for the privilege of exercising the 
municipal franchise the payment of 
at least $2.00 in (axes of some sort or 
mother, It is an attempt to remedy 
the abuses which crept in last year." 

Some of the aldermen, particularly 
Aid. Gleason and Aid. Fullerton, pro- 
tested against tho bylaw on I he ground 
that it would prevent men over 50 
years of ago from voting. On this 
subject Aid. Fullerton made quite a 
touching speech. Tie drew a pathetic 
picture of tlie man who after having 
iabored for his city for hail' a cen- 
tury is forced to give up the right to 
exercise the franchise. 

To this it was pointed out thai men 
over 50 could vote If they chose to pay 
$2.00 but Aid. Gleason and Aid. Ful- 
lerton claimed that to pay oven a road 
tax of $2.00 the man would have to 
commit perjury as he would have t.<> 
swear himself liable to a tax for which 
ho was really not accountable. The 
only way In which a man over 50 
could legitimately qualify for a vole, 
they contended, would be by keeping 
a dog and paying a dog tax. 

Aid. Henderson expressed himself as 
being perfectly satisfied with the pro- 
posed amendment so long as it would 
provide some way In which men over 
50 years of age might have the rlghl 
to vote. Ho spoke of tho "very liberal 
restrictions" put on by the proposed 
amendment. "A'iid anyway," said he, 
"If the amendment is to apply to all 
municipalities in the province what 
does it matter what this council thinks 
about if.'" He pointed out that II was 
necessary I hat some restrictions bo 
put on the franchise, "n would never 
do to give every Tom, Dick and Harry 
the right to vole," said he. "A man 
who is to vote ought to pay some tax 
to show that he realizes his responsi- 
bility. Besides, we must look after 
the financial end "of the business— wo 
must look to the city treasury." 

Aid. Fullerton spoko long and elo- 
nuontly upon the question; He cniu-ii 
down tho property owners who vVish-

"Please - state- your resolution," re 
quested Aid. Henderson. 

"My resolution Is' that this council 
go on' record as favoring nothing but 
adult suffrage for both men and wo- 
men," retorted Aid; Fullerton. 

Mr. Mann stated ' that his only ob- 
jection to the proposed clause was that 
it deprived lodgers of a vote. "Tho 
lodger vote is ■ recognized everywhere," 
said he. 

His "Worship gave it as his opinion 
that the council ought to send over a 
resolution In favor of adult suffrage. 

Aid. Hall thought that the act should 
be so amended as to put men and 
women on an equal basis of "$2 for a 
vote." The House was about to pro- 
rogue and he had a rooted dread of 
amendments rushed through at tho 
"eleventh hour." He would, therefore, 
like to see things left as they were. 
Especially did he favor this hi view 
of tho fact that tho government had 
promised to go into tll4 wholo matter 
of municipal legislation next year. 

His Worship would, however, v hear 
of nothing but universal suffrage. 

"This council," said he, "went on 
record by a vote of eight to two — a 
very heavy majority — in favor of adult 
suffrage. I- don't see now why ' we 
should go back on our word." Adult 
suffrage Is just as fair for one side 
as the other. There are women on 
both side of municipal questions." 

"We aren't discussing municipal 
questions now," retorted Aid. Hall. 
"We are discussing tho interests of 
private citizens who may lie Injured 
by the change in the law." 

As the question was about to be put 
to I he vote. Aid. Henderson changed 
his amendment, recommending that 
the franchise be extended to all those 
who paid rental or board of not less 
than $00 per year or $5.00 a month. 
The amendment was lost, only Alder- 
men Hanna, Henderson and Ross vot- 
ing for it. Aid. Hall's motion to tho 
effect that the house be requested to 
leave the whole matter as it now 
stands was then passed, and on mo- 
tion of Aid, Hanna, was made unani- 
mous. 

Mr. Mann, who had left for the 
House some time previously, was im- 
mediately notified by telephone as to 
tho course which he was to take be- 
fore tho committee.

The agents at tho 
fumigation station should be given to 
understand that their duty lies not 
merely in protecting tho fruit indus- 
try of this province against the Impor- 
tation of pests, but also in protecting I 
the Interests of the. individual importer I 
of nursery stock. If they prove incom-| 
potent in the performance of their task I 
they should be displaced by more com 
potent persons."

Tenders will bo called today for the 
proposed new creosotlng plant for the 
city. Ever since the commencement of 
tho year, the securing of tho creosotlng 
plant has been one of the chief wor 
ries of the mayor and the members of 
the streets, bridges and sewers com- 
mittee. For one reason and another 
the calling of tenders has been put 
off from month to month, until it 
looked very much as if the city was 
not to get its plant at all this year. 
At last, however, circumstances have 
allowed of tho calling for tenders, and 
It Is hoped that the plant may now be 
installed within the netx two months. 

The cause which has kept the coun- 
cil back in calling for tenders is the 
fact that all the local machine shops 
havo been so filled up with orders and 
so hampered by shortage of hands as 
to be unable to undertake to supply 
the plant in any reasonable lime. When 
the matter was llrst mooted several of 
the local shops offered to supply the 
plant by August hut the council want- 
ed it before that time, and would not 
let the contract on such terms. 

Tentative tenders were received from 
several machine shop Arms some days 
ago, and it is understood that the city 
has now been notified by several con- 
cerns that they can undertake to sup- 
ply the plant within a reasonable time. 
Any other concerns wishing to tender 
Will be allowed until Monday, April 2!), 
to do so, and the contract will be 
awarded at the regular meeting of the 
council on that date. The firm receiv- 
hig tho contract will probably be called 
upon to have the apparatus In place 
and In working order by tho end of 
June. 

The plant takes the form of a huge 
covered iron vat. In this the paving 
blocks are boiled in creosote at the 
enormous pressure of from 150 to 200 
pounds. Under this pressure the creo- 
sote reaches a groat heat, and pene- 
trates into every pore and tissue- of 
the wood of tho blocks, rendering them 
absolutely impervious to the weather. 

It had been hoped to have run the 
plant by means of steam generated 
from the proposed Incinerator. When, 
however, the incinerator by-law was 
defeated at tho polls, that scheme had 
to be abandoned, and 'now It has been 
decided to generate the heat In the 
usual manner. The cost of the whole 
plant will be about $12,000, and to bor- 
row this the council will not have 
to submit a by-law to the people. 

The llrst work which will be under- 
taken once the apparatus Is in running 
order will be the repaying of Govern- 
ment street. Much other work is also 
piled up awaiting its installation, plans 
having been prepared at tho city cn- 
gieer's office for the block paving of 
parts of Broad, Johnson, Pandora, 
Cormorant- arid Fort atrects.

Mayor Morley and the property 
owners interested in the project to 
straighten Broad street from Fort to 
Humboldt met in tho committee 
rooms at the city hall yesterday af- 
ternoon to talk things over. There 
was any amount of. discussion, but 
when the meeting broke up things 
stood very much in the same position 
as they did before It convened. -The 
general opinion of those present ap- 
peared to bo that although the pro- 
ject was desirable enough from some 
points of view, yet it was of so largo 
a nature thatj it might be inadvis- 
able for the city to undertake it, 
with tho finances in their present 
condition. No definite action was 
taken, but the property owners left 
the meeting with the understanding 
that they went to talk it over inform- 
ally between themselves and when 
they had arrived at somo sort of an 
agreement report to the mayor. 

Those present at the meeting were 
Thomas R. Cusack ami 11. L. Drury 
who represented the owners of the 
old Province block on Courtney 
street; O. Weiler, for Weller Bros.; 
J. Nelson for the Times; J. S. H. Mat- 
son for the Colonist, tho McGregor 
block, the Driard hotel and the Vic- 
toria Transfer company; W. W. 
Grime and George Mesher for the old 
Macdonald estate on Humboldt street, 
and C. A. Holland. 

Opinion:-; as to the advisability of 
undertaking the work differed widely. 
C. A. Holland, who only stayed for a 
part of the meeting, announced that 
he was irrevocably against It, while 
Mr. Matson also protested that to 
attempt a work of such magnitude 
with the finances of the city in their 
present condition was sheer folly. 
George Mesher and W. JV. Grime wore 
both inclined to favor the scheme, as 
were T. R. Cusaek, R. L. Drury and 
O. Weller. Mr. Mesher demonstrat- 
ed on paper that the city could un- 
dertake the widening of the street be- 
tween Broughtun and Courtney streets 
and even after tearing down the Vic- 
toria Transfer stable and recompense 
Ing the present owners, could clear 
a good $35,000 on the whole transac- 
tion. Mr. Mesher arrived at this con- 
clusion by balancing up against each 
other the value of the properties 
which would have to be expropriated 
and that which the city would ac- 
quire and might sell by the closing 
up of Gordon street. 

A report was submitted by City 
Assessor Northcotl in which he stat- 
ed that so far as he could calculate 
the whole scheme, Including the ex- 
propriation of the Victoria Transfer 
company's property* ami of portions 
of the Province and Pemberton blocks 
and of tho Macdonald estate, could be 
carried out for $117, SOO. Mr. North- 
cott said that after the street had 
been driven through tho present site 
of the Transfer stables, there would 
still remain d*fetrH«20 feet in width 
on the east side, ajid this- could in all 
probability be sold for $27,000, lessen- 
ing the total fpHfCl the . undertaking 
by .that much.''. ' j»* 

The ■ mayor staied that he had the 
greatest faith in Mr. Northcotfs fig- 
ures, which he had always on pre- 
vious occasions of a. similar sort 
found lo be remarkably correct. Some 
of those present, however, did not by 
any means share his worship's faith, 
and Mr. Matson for one stated that 
In his opinion half a million would 
be nearer the mark for the cost. 
' Mr. Matson proposed that the citv 
instead of troubling about the 
straightening of Broad street, turn its 
attention to the continuation of View 
street down to Government. The 
proposal met with a good deal of ap- 
proval in the meeting, and it was 
pointed out that the cost of tho 
tmlldings on the line of View street 
■between Broad and Government, at 
the present time, was probably not 
more than $1(1,000. The mayor agreed 
that the scheme was a good one, but 
would not admit that the extension 
of View street was more advisable 
than the straightening of Broad. 
It was tacitly understood, however, 
that if it should be decided to go 
ahead with the. straightening of 
Broad street, the project for the ex- 
tension of View should be brought 
up at the same time. 

In defence of his scheme Mayor 
.Morley contended that the only really 
valuable pieces of property affected 
were the Pemberton block and the 
Province building, both of which 
would have to be partially destroyed 
In the event of the scheme being car- 
ried out. As to the Pemberton block 
he stated that It was about to be 
partially lorn down and remodelled 
at any rate, and that while the own- 
ers were about it, it would be just 
as easy lb make the boundaries of 
the block conform to the proposed 
new street line. As to the Province 
block-, the mayor pointed out that it

was an old building, and claimed that 
tho property which the owners would 
acquire from the closing of Gordon 
street would amply repay them for 
their loss on Broad. 

As lo the Victoria Transfer stables, 
the mayor offered to pay to the pres- 
ent owners the sum for which they 
had purchased it some months ago, 
together with an extra amount to 
make up for the raise in value of 
real estate since that time, and the 
usual ten per cent for expropriation. 
The mayor contended that the stables 
were old wooden buildings of no par- 
ticular value and that they had no 
place in the centre of the business 
portion of the city anyway. 

He wished the property owners to 
decide whether or not they would 
support his scheme. Should they de- 
cide to do so, he would have the 
necessary advertisements for the pre- 
paration of a bylaw for the carrying 
out of "the work Inserted at once in 
the daily papers. This would not be 
an irreparable step. Inasmuch as a 
petition against the scheme signed by 
a majority of the property owners 
interested, submitted before the final 
ratification of the bylaw could de- 
stroy the force of the whole meas- 
ure. 

The property owners, however, de- 
cided that they were not In a position 
to make any declaration on the mat- 
ter, and adjourned without giving the 
mayor any definite statement. They 
will talk the matter over among 
themselves and will notify the mayor 
of their conclusions later.

New. York, April 23.— Four men 
burned to death, two hundred and 

fifty horses killed, twelve firemen in- southwest corner of limit 'No 
jured, two of them seriously, two 
engines overturned and wrecked by 
collisions with street cars, .several 
thrilling' rescues from bur.-ilnjr build- 
ings nnd property losses of 5200,000 — 
that is the story of the lire depart- 
ment's work for the seven hours fol- 
lowing last midnight. Six fires on the 
upper east side, 011 Broadway in the 
middle east side, and a big stable lire 
at Christopher and Barrow streets, 
kept the firemen constantly at work. 

The dead are four Italians, whoso 
bodies, burned beyond recognition, 
were found In the ruins of the stables 
In the block bounded by Christopher, 
Barrow West and Washington .streets. 
Three alarms called out a great bat- 
tery of tire apparatus, Including two 
big lire boats, but it was only through 
the most desperate sort of fighting 
that the firemen saved big adjoining 
'tenements and tho Palace and Knick- 
erbocker hotels. Two hundred and 
fifty horses were cut off by flames and 
burned to death. The bodies of the 
four Italians were found an hour 
after the lire had been extinguished. 
Another serious fire started in the 
Madison laundry on east 73rd street 
and swept up through the five storey 
building. Several of the upper floors 
or which were occupied as tenements. 
It was while on the way to this lire 
that the two fire engrncs were wrecked 
The drivers of the engines were both 
Injured, but not fatally. The firemen 
had a hard fight before the laundry 
and tenement house fires were sub- 
dued. Occupants of the upper part of 
the buildings were rescued. It was 
In a high building on Wooster street 
that most of the firemen were Injured. 

The repair shops of the New York 
Central and Hudson River railway in 
the Melrose yards were burned today 
with a loss of 5100,000. On account 
of the location of the shops in tho 
midst of half a hundred tracks down in 
a cut from fifteen to thirty feet below 
the level of the streets, the firemen 
had difficulty in saving several cars 
which stood near the shops, and sov-

WRECK OF DAKOTA HAS VANISHED 



Liner Mongolia Not Damaged by 
Stranding and Proceeds on Her 
Voyage to tho Golden Gate 



;Tho United . States lighthouse tend 
or Armeria, Can't. Gregory, largest of 
her class In the Pacific const servico 
of the United States, arrived in pout 
yesterday morning on her first visit 
to Victoria. Commander Werllch, 
Pacific coast superintendent in charge 
ot lighthouse a.Tid., buoy work,- came 
on "the vessel. The visit of the Ar- 
meria, which came from I'ort lowns- 
end, was for two purposes, to return 
a derelict Iron can buoy drifted from 
some place' unknown on ' the British 
coast to the Washington shore at 
Freshwater bay; '"between Port Cres- 
cent and Port Angeles, and in order 
to allow Commander Werllch to ex- 
amine tho new acetylene was beacons 
recently sent to British Columbia 
waters by the department of marine 
and fisheries. Unfortunately for the 
United States lighthouse official there 
were no specimens of the new beacons 
in Victoria, the last three to arrive 
having recently been taken north to 
be placed in position by the D. G. S. 
Quadra as leading lights to guide the 
mariner to the harbor of Prince Ru- 
pert. In the absence of Capt. Gau- 
din, agent of marine, who is on the 
west coast on a tour of inspection, A. 
J, Dulla In gave the visiting official 
the information sought regarding the 
beacons, whose typo Commander 
Werllch admires greatly. 

The Armeria will return to Port 
Townsend this morning and will con- 
tinue her buoy work. The vessel 
was formerly in service on the Atlan- 
tic coast and was recently added to 
the Pacific coast. Then tender Man- 
zanlta was sunk in collision in the 
Columbia river and the Armeria was 
Bent to replace her and for Alaskan 
trips. The other steamers ot the 
fleet, including tho Heather, of which 
Capt. Gregory was formerly in com- 
mand, Columbine and Madrona are 
too small for the needs of the Alas- 
kan service. 

Commander Werllch stated yester- 
day that few changes wore being 
shade by his board in coast lights, 
other than the construction of a first 
order light at Cape I llnchlnbrook, at 
the entrance to Prince William 
Sound. 



BESSIE K'S. BOAT 

Washed Ashore on Oregon Coast- 
Oars Were Not Shipped 

Tho fact that all hands of the 
wrecked schooner Bessie K, now dere- 
lict of the Oregon coast, were lost 
before they had time to launch the 
boats when the schooner turned 
turtle, is shown by the finding of 
oho of tho vessel's boats on the jetty 
sands near Astoria. Tho boat has 
a largo hole stove in her side, and 
was undoubtedly torn from the dav- 
its by tho force of the waves. That 
it was not used by the crew of the 
Besslo IC to escape from the ill fated 
craft IS evident from the fact that 
the oars had not been shipped. 

Tim gasoline schooner Berwick, now 
at Portland, recently picked up the 
Besslo K and attempted to tow her 
to Port Oxford, but a gale forced tho 
abandonment of the tow. "While 
we had her In tow," said First Of- 
ficer Jacobean, "I went out on the 
bottom of tho Bessie K and made a 
close Inspection. So fur as 1 could 
see: she was In good condition. Her 
propeller was sticking out of water and 
to this we made our hawser fast. One 
of the bladlos of the propeller was 
gone, but otherwise I could see noth- 
ing wrong with tho craft, further 
than that sho was turned clear over. 
"She had left .CoQUlllo river for San 
Francisco with lumber, but I could 
not make out whether tho shipment 
had been lost or not. Other freight 
is on the derelict; or was on her, and 
it is my opinion that 'she will make a 
rich haul to whoover succeeds In 
towing her Into port. There Is no 
doubt that her cnptnln and Bailors 
wero drowned. I could not soo 
whether her small boats had been 
lowered or not."

to the maximum of 15,000, which has 
been the maximum since the Hitch- 
cock regulations concerning the rook- 
eries went Into force. 

Walter I. Lemby, special agent in 
charge of the rookeries on the Priby- 
loffs," in a recent, report to the United 
States government, says: 

"I witnessed last summer tho result 
of a slaughter of breeding cows ,on 
one of the breeding rookeries of St. 
Paul, as the result of a raid by the 
crew of a Japanese pelagic schooner. 
Before discovery, these raiders had 
killed upwards of .200, females 'in 
milk, and had made away with the 
skins , of a . number of , them. . The 
life-blood of the mothers-mingled with 
her milk, together dyed 'the rocks" of 
tho rookery. The living pups ;'\vcrc 
crawling over the dead .and skinned 
carcasses of the mothers, bleating 
miserably. They presented a pitiful 
sight. The pups perished weeks af- 
terward of starvation. The sight 
was revolting and barbarous." 



DAKOTA VANISHES 

Cablegram to Owning Company Ad- 
vises End of Big Liner 

A cablegram received by C. C. La- 
cey, supervising engineer of the Great 
Northern SS. company, gave news 
that the wreck of the steamship Da- 
kota has entirely broken up and noth- 
ing remains to mark the' last resting 
place of the vessel. .. Cape Nojimas- 
kal, whore the Dakota was idled on 
the rocks, is exposed to the rough 
weather of the Pacific, and the con- 
stant battering of the heavy swells 
completed the ruin of the liner. 

For a long time the stumps of the 
Dakota's masts and a part of the 
stern remained above the water after 
the rest of the vessel had disappeared 
but it Is stated that there is now 
nothing to mark the grave of tho 
largest vessel which navigated the 
Pacific. 

It is doubted now' whether any part 
of the boat's flgur.es . will ever be 
saved. It might have been possible 
earlier to have saved some of her 
auxiliary parts, nr even to have raised 
her engines. That this will ever be 
done now seems impossible. What- 
ever is recovered would cinlv bo fit 
for junk, and it is not believed 
wreckers will tako the trouble to go 
down for that. 



HALVARD ARRIVES 

Norwegian Steamer Chartored to Carry 
Ore Readied Port Yesterday 

The Norwegian steamer Halvard, 
chartered by Capt. S. F. MacKenzle & 
Co., to join the steamer Haldls', a sis- 
ter vessel, in the ore carrying trade 
from Alaskan mines to Vancouver Isl- 
and smelters, arrived at William Head 
early yesterday morning and after 
passing quarantine at daylight pro- 
ceeded to A r ancouver. The Halvard 
came from San Francisco' in ballast. 
Sho is a steel screw steamer of 1G70 
tons gross, built five years ago at Sun- 
derland for Bruusguard Kjosterud & 
Co., owners of the Haldls, Tltania, and 
other Norwegian steamers and former- 
ly owners of the wrecked steamer 
Themis. She Is 2Gt> feet long, 37 feet 
beam and 1!),S foot deep. 

The Halvard will enter tho ore. trade. 
As Norwegian steamers have the priv- 
ilege of coasting on the British Co- 
lumbia coast and can be operated much 
moro cheaply than British vessels their 
profits are large. The Haldls, which 
reached Vancouver on Sunday from 
the north, bringing .1750 tons of ore 
to tho Crofton smelter, as well as sal- 
mon from northern ports, sailed north 
again yesterday, carrying a full cargo 
to Skagway. 

The Henrietta which is owned by 
Mackenzie Brothers, and which will 
bo operated In connection with the 
two Norwegian vessels carrying gen- 
eral freight north and carrying ore 
and general cargo south, Is duo at 
Vancouver. She will be despatched 
north with cannery supplies as soon as 
possible, 



WILL PAY DEMURRAGE 

New Westminster Mill Company Will 
Pay Schwarzonbek Because of Delay 

Tho German ship Schwarzonbek, now 
loading lumber at Mlllslde on ' the 
Fruser fur Mexico, Is being paid de- 



murrage because of the delay in load- 
ing the vessel. She has been at tho 
mill for moro than a month and today 
she will be entered on the demurrage 
list, after which It wdll cost tho mill 
company .$1(10 a day to keep her here. 
The mill men iigure that it will take 
them about two weeks longer to cut 
tho balance of tho German's cargo, so 
that they will have to pay a demur- 
rage bill of about $2,000 to the Grace 
company, of San Francisco, which has 
the ship under charter. It is under- 
stood that tho San Francisco people 
pay the Hamburg owners' of the Scha- 
wrzenbek $2l>r> a day for the use of 
the ship. She will take out about two 
million feet of lumber for Mexico.

MAY BE WHITEWASHED 

Seattle Paper Says It Is Thouqlit Capt. 
Francke Will Be Absolved of Blame 

The investigation of the wreck of 
the liner Dakota by the United States 
marine inspectors and its probable 
outcome are causing considerable com- 
ment among steamship men of the city 
says the Seattle Times. Some are 
willing to wager that Capt. Francke 
will have his license suspended, oth- 
ers believe that tho catastrophe will 
bo attributed to an "unavoidable ac- 
cident." 

What decision will be given Is pure- 
ly a matter of conjecture. Tho, in- 
spectors say they will be able to reach 
a verdict by tho first of next week. 
There is an Immense amount of evi- 
dence to be gone over. The testimony 
of officers who wore on the stand soon 
after the wreck Is to bo considered as 
well as that of the commanding offi- 
cers. 

There are many seafaring men In 
the city who believe that the blame 
for the accident cannot be laid upon 
Capt. 'Francke. Among these are old 
masters of ships who have sailed the 
Japan coast for years and' know the 
currents that run under the coast 
where the vessel was wrecked. 

Again there are seafaring men who 
blame. Capt. Francke and say that It 
was his negligence that put tho vessel 
ashore. One man in particular said 
that if Capt. Francke had not been so 
anxious to make a record trip to Yo- 
kohama) the accident would not have 
happened. 

MONGOLIA NOT INJURED 

Ro-ships Lightered Cargo and Pro- 
copds on Her Way to 'Frisco 

Moji, Japan, April 23. — An exam- 
ination of tho Pacific niail steamer 
Mongolia made by clivers after she 
had been refloated yesterday estab- 
lished the fact that she had not sus- 
tained any damage beyond the loss of

Hnyntomo strait yesterday morning.

The licencing 
of the officers anil the pilots ami engineer* 
of steam vessels Is required by law ami 
they are held responsible for the safe navi- 
gation of tluir vessels, lint If In enso of 
serious disaster they have as members of 
the crews under them men who have not 
boon trained In the handling of the llf" 
saving devices they are placed at great 
disadvantage hi any endeavor they may 
make to Insure the safely of passengers. 
The Licencing of the members of the crows 
womd put a cJrfjul.i responsibility upoii 
tuoill and as any neglect of duty would be 
punished by the revoking of their licences 
Ir would necessarily Insure more efficient 
service. It. is or very gre.it Importance 
that the crews of passenger steamers 
Should ho composed of trained men who 
In time of emergency would be able to ron- 
do." Intelligent aid in saving the lives of 
passengers. If this wore made a require- 
ment bv law it would, in connection wlta 
n-oment Inspection of steamers by the gov- 
eminent maks for greater security In 
travel."

Levy, was not started until after the 
rcpiired thirty days, and the chief justice 
a_vadingl.y threw tho case out n.C the 
court without: going into the legality or 
Illegality of Aid. Glem'on's position. 

II'. .K. ljevy feels assured that hi though 
it Is now impossible to unseat Aid. Gloa- 
noa, he can at least .prove,, him. to be Il- 
legally occupying his present: position, and 
can secure an order from the court exact- 
lug from hbn the payment of a line of :?50 
for every meeting attended. 

"1 have instructed A 1 . L. Belyea, K. C. 
who Is looking after tin? cm-ie, to Issue a 
writ on Aid. Glcnson," said ^^r. Levy, in 
discussing the matter with the Colonist 
yesterday. Attnougn it is inipossiuie to 
unseat Aid. Glcnson, I consider that the 
way hi. which ho secured his scat on the 
council should he made public, and that 
the penalty should be exacted." 

The Municipal Clauses Act requires tba* 
candidates for, civic elections must have 
been the owner of property for six inonthis 
before elections In order to properly cpinl- 
Ify. This, -Mr. Levy claims, Aid. Gleason 
was not. 

"On December 12," said ho, "Aid. Glea- 
son sold the property, on which ho <pjall- 
lied. to Hugh McH.ntyro of thin city. On 
December 14, Mr. Mclntyro applied for 
registration. This was not immediately 
granted, and then on January I), Air. Mc- 
lntyro withdrew Ids application. On Jau- 
ua.'y 11, Aid. Gleason swore out his elec- 
tion papers, qualifying on the property in 
question, and on January i!7 it was regis- 
tered In the name of Mr. Melntyre."' 

"Aid. Gleason claims that he was the 
registered owner of the property at tlie 
time of the j'cctlons anil for six months 
previously. Such, however, was not in 
reality the case. The property was sold to 
Mr. Melntyre, and Aid. Gleason who ciual- 
I'flect for election on It, was returned un- 
der false pretences.'.' 

Should Aid. Gleason be forced to pay 
the penalty it will be a serious matter. 
■He uas sat at to u rt ecu or fifteen meetings 
of the council, and if exacted the lines will 
total up to between $700 and .?!>00. 

SKELETON FOUND. 

— A gruesome 
find In the shape of it skeleton of a 
man was discovered by two young 
ladies wliile picking lilies along the 
banks of Englishman's river near 
Parksville. The skeleton was that of 
a large man and was enclosed in a 
box of crude construction and had 
evidently been there for some time as 
the box was completely decayed.

Great Lumber Manufacturing Plant 
Destroyed, 

Seattle, April 23. — Fire swept through 
tho mill of tho Port Blakeley Mill com- 
pany last night shortly before 11 
o'clock and In less than an hour's 
time had laid one of the largest lumber 
manufacturing institutions in the 
world in ruins. The loss is variously 
estimated at between $300,000 and 
$500,000, 70 per cent, of which Is cov- 
ered by Insurance, 

Tho flames broke out in the planer- 
room from a hot box, and seemed to 
spread at once to all parts of the 
plant. The 300 men at work on tho 
night shift had to ilee from tho build- 
ing to escape. The population of tho 
town turned out, and by hard work 
succeeded in keeping the warehouses 
and surrounding buildings from burn- 
ing until the municipal lire boat from 
the Seattle city department arrived, 
shortly after midnight, to nssist In 
saving tho town.

TURF 

Sloan Comes Back 

It is very likely that before the 
summer is over the news that Tod 
Sloane has again taken to piloting 
horses around the course will be 
made glad. When in his prime Sloan 
was one of the greatest jockeys in the 
world and is well known to the aver- 
age turf follower. 

Born a poor Indiana boy, he adopted 
the turf as the basis of his life activ- 
ities. From stable boy to jockey he 
rose In three years' time. From 
America's premier jockey he shot like 
a meteor into the blazing firmament 
of the British turf and London club- 
dom. Tho bonhomme of a king and 
his nobles, Sloan made $500,000 In 
four years. Then came a time when 
British prejudice fell upon him and he 
was "warned" off tho English turf 
without the foreign authorities so 
much as giving him an Inkling of the 
charge against him. 

From that day to this a continuous 
drain on his fortune and a hopeless 
fight for redress have concerned the 
jockey and afforded American and 
English newspaper readers occasional 
glimpses Into a fascinating life story. 
' An effort is now being made to have 
the premier jockey reinstated and the 
fact that he will again be seen on tho 
track will ho good news lo many. 

Mahy persons say the jockey will be 
reinstated by the jockey club which i 
has grown tired of waiting for some] 
official word of indulgence from the I 
English authorities. Sloan is still | 
possessed of ample means and there is 
no necessity for adopting the rigorous 
routine of stable life at this time. 

Undoubtedly the reinstatement of 
Sloan would meet with popular ap- 
proval, as Americans feel the rider 
was not fairly dealt with abroad. Per- 
sonally Sloan still retains every friend 
he made in Ills heyday.

Chang Slice llo Chong vs. Culley etj 
all — (Before Hunter, C. J.)— The en- 
dorsement on the writ asked for the:

London, April 23. — In view oD des- 
patches published here during tho in-' 
auguratlon of the Carnegie institute at 
Pittsburg and generally credited to 
Mortimer Bell o£ the London Times, 
in which the British government was 
criticised for not being officially "rep- 
resented at tho ceremony and leaving 
Germany to monopolize the most 
prominent position among the foreign 
representatives. Foreign Secretary 
Grey .was questioned in the house of 
commons tills afternoon regarding tho 
reason- for this omission. Financial 
Secretary of the Treasury Runclman 
an behalf of Sir Edward Grey said 
that the invitation to tho Pittsburg 
ceremonies had no official character. 
They were issued to the heads of 
foreign, missions only, and Ambassa, 
dor Bryce, who had then only just re- 
turned from Canada, had Important 
business to transact at Washington, 
making it Impossible for him to absent 
himself, especially as he ha.l to at- 
tend the national arbitration and peace 
conference at Now York the following 
week. • . ■ 

Continuing, .Mr. Runclman pointed 
out that neither the German, Austrian, 
Hungarian, French, nor Russian em- 
bassies were represented at Pittsburg. 
Oxford and Cambridge universities 
were represented and Mr. Runclman 
thought that the presence of repre- 
sentatives of the leading educational 
institutions of this country was tin 
most suitable and most convenient 
form on such an occasion. 

The Pittsburg question also came up 
in the house of lords today, Lord 
Lcith of Fyfe complaining of , Ambus 
sudor Bryce's absence, saying that 
Great Britain had stood aloof and it 
would be most disappointing to see 
the late Lord Pauncefote's great work 
of re-establishing a good understand- 
ing between the United States and 
Great Britain, ended by an act of in 
difference which might be miscounted 
into something stronger. 

Lord Fitzmaurice under secretary of 
foreign affairs, reported tho explan- 
ation made by Mr. Runclman In tho 
house of commons, adding that there 
was no man in tho whole diplomatic 
service to whom a great educational 
occasion like one of this kind would 
more appeal to than Mr. Bryce, who 
deeply regretted that he had been un- 
able to attend the ceremony at Pitts- 
burg. 

Pittsburg, April 23. — Upon reading 
of the incident in tho British house 
of commons and lords relative to the 
non official character of the foreign 
guests at tho dedication of the Car- 
negie institute in this city on April 
11, 12 and 13, Samuel Harding 
Church, secretary of the board of 
trustees of the institute, gave to the 
Associated Press tonight a statement 
in which ho says: "I have just been 
informed that a question was raised 
in the house of lords and house of 
commons today in regard to the non 
official character of the British group 
of guests attending the dedication of 
tho Carnegie Institute at Pittsburg. 
I was very careful to have this ques- 
tion brought before the King of Great 
Britain and his ministers, and also 
before tho president of France. His 
Majesty King Edward VII notified us 
In a most gracious and considerate 
way that ho did not think it entirely 
within the limit of official procedure 
to take an active participation in the 
dedication, while the president of 
France, probably for the same reas- 
ons, wrote merely a formal letter of 
congratulation, which was sighed by 
his. private secretary. The German 
emperor exhibited the liveliest possi- 
ble interest in the dedication, and 
with one exception the guests in at- 
tendance from Germany were chosen 
directly by the emperor. However, 
tho character of the guests from 
Great Britain and from Franco was 
of the highest standard represented 
by our civilization as Was that of 
Germany also. 



WINNIPEG'S ASSESSMENTS. 

Winnipeg, April 23. — The assess- 
ment rolls for 1!)07 are now nearlng 
completion.

Tho transaction was completed 
through J. Musgrave, the local real 
estate agent, and although tho exact 
price Is not mentioned It is known that 
the property was on the market a 
few days ago for $.'10,000. 

During the past week Mr. Musgrave 
has also disposed of the Conroy form 
on Salt Spring Island amounting to 
480 acres for $13,000, to a recent arri- 
val from Scotland who intends to go 
into the farming business on a large 
line. 

Another farm situated near Somenos 
was also disposed of to a recent arri- 
val from tho Old Country for $7,000. 
This farm is one of the best in the. 
district and hits a nice location in the 
district. 



TOOK MANY WIVES 

John Carver Made Business of De- 
frauding Women 

Chicago, April 23. — A despatch from 
Marshall, M loll.. N says: "Dr. John 
Carver, alleged bigamist, who is said 
to have at least seventeen wives, was 
captured yesterday nt Fort Smith 
Ark. Carver is charged with defraud- 
ing liis wives out of $100,000. 

"The special charge on which ho 
was arrested was that of defrauding 
Mrs. Loto Davis, of Battle Creek, of 
$25,000. Carver married her on Oc 
tober 10, 1U0O, at. Battle Creek. He 
went with her lo New York, and they 
decided lo buy a boarding house. .' Ho 
told his wife to go home and raise all 
the money she could on her property 
and forward him a draft and he would 
have her como on in two weeks, after 
all the details had been settied. Ho 
got the money, it is said, and disap- 
peared. 

."Carver is wanted in Cincinnati 
Pittsburg, Buffalo, Grand Rapids, Sag- 
inaw and other cities. He is a gradu- 
ate of tho Pittsburg dental college 
He is 40 years old, and procured his 
wives through- a matrimonial bureau." 



SOLDIERS WANT PAY 

Men of Garrison at Halifax Complain 
of Delay 

Halifax, N. S., April 23. — The rank 
and file and the non-commissioned 
officers of the Canadian troops gar 
risoning this station are beginning to 
be hard up financially, and though 
they are not yet saying nv.ich they 
soon will make a vigorous kick if 
their cash- does not come. The off ic 
ers are paid monthly, and they re 
ceived their money at the end of 
March, so alio did the non-coms, 
and men, but they are paid weekly 
and they have had no pay since. 
What worries tho men is*, that ru- 
mors are current that it may be next 
month before their pay cornes along. 

Tho chock system ordinarily is in 
use in the messes in lieu oij cash, but 
those checks are only honored up to 
a limited amount. Owlnif to the 
non-appearance of the money, the 
limit has been passed, and possibly 
trouble is in sight. 

Perhaps the chief sufferers are tho 
civilians engaged nf the works of the 
engineer's department, who depend 
solely on this income for a liveli- 
hood. Most of them are ex-soldlers 
of the imperial service. The members 
of the department staff aro also with- 
out their money. The soldiers have 
no credit under the rules of tho ser- 
vice, and tho lack of money duo them 
is a serious hardship, ovun if it be 
not kept from them as long as they 
care. 

Never under the imperial regime 
were the force thus kept without pay. 
The trouble is that the money has 
not been voted at Ottawa.

W. O. DOUGLASS' THEFTS 

Amount of Stealings Said to Be a 
Quarter Million 

New York, April 2.'!.— More sensa- 
tional than any other of yesterday's 
developments in the W. o] Douglass 
embezzlement case was that in tho 
afternoon when two detectives visited 
a room in the Manhattan Club occu- 
pied by the Wail street broker, and 
neized ?20,000 worth of the bonds 
which were stolen by Douglass from 
the vaults of the Trust Company, of 
America. 

Detectives had been on guard In 
front of tho Manhattan Club. When 
the man for whom they were waiting 
appeared in the street they escorted 
him to his apartments and there 
found the securities. The broker de- 
clared he had come honestly in pos- 
session of them, and insisted that it 
was his Intention to return them to 
the Trust Company of America. 

Members of the club were deeply 
worried over the incident. Persons 
inquiring about the matter wen; or- 
dered away from the club. Persistent 
Inquiry failed to elicit from tho club 
employees cither denial or confirma- 
tion of the sensational story. 

Douglass, the prisoner, was com- 
pletely unnerved by the non-appear- 
ance of his wife. There had been 
persistent rumors that she had com- 
mitted suicide.' These were disposed 
of Tate In the afternoon when she ap- 
peared in the home of her father, a 
wealthy retired merchant of No. 121 
Pennsylvania avenue, New York. 

Representatives of the Trust Com- 
pany of America made no report of 
the fact that Douglass got away with 
considerably more than $50,000. Yes- 
terday they Insisted that, despite the 
prisoner's confession that he had 
stolen $250,000, he really had taken only 
$50,000. It was generally conceded 
todav that the total value of the se- 
curities taken by him footed up nearly 
$200,000 In value. 

In his celi today Douglass repeated 
thtlt he had taken nearly $250,000 In 
bonds,, and added that a largo , part of 
them were lost in speculation. He said 
he started in a small wav. but was 
swept off his feet in the recent slump. 
He advised his interviewers against 
speculation. j«

Is "all nt sea," Indeed, it Is easy to 
write a graphic story of ! a catastrophe 
In public or private life In language all 
borrowed, from tho sea,' yet now wholly 
assimilated by landsmen. 

There are oilier terms that are used by 
the well-educated more or less consciously. 
If the company which a man Is In Is noli 
to his liking he perhaps will "sheer on""— 
that Is, leaves the old course for u new 
one, or "haul off," which In sea lingo 
means flattening In the sheets In order to 
lie closer to the wind, and thus shake off 
the chase; but If he cannot do this he may 
■ cut and run"— Hint is, the vessel cuts her 
cable and runs before the wind.

Jack says lie is "all bell 
and no notion." Pursers, as Is only to be 
expected, enme In for small praise from 
him. "Old ninch-Cut," "Old Nlp-Cheese" 
are names that In themselves explain the 
reason of the pinners' unpopularity In the 
navy. It used to bo said of them that 
they choose their assistants for the size 
of their thumbs, for these Inserted in the 
pannikins grealened liis ill-gotten gains hi 
proportion as they lessened the seamen's 
grog.

SUPT. ' MARPQLE SAYS 
STATEMENT IS FALSE 

Never Expresssd Opinion That 
Railway Could Handle Only 
Half Lumber Cut 



The statement which Hon. Dr. 
Young saya was made to the govern- 
ment by members of the lumbermen's 
deputation, which recently waited 
upon the executive, to the effect that 
P. Marpole, general superintendent of 
the Canadian Pacllie railway, had 
said that his railway would not he 
able to handle more than fifty percent 
of this year's cut of the mills is em- 
phatically denied by Mr. Marpole. Ac- 
cording to Dr. Young members/ of the 
deputation went still further and said 
that in their opinion the C. P. It. would 
not be able to handle more than forty 
per cent of the output. 

Here is what Sir. Marpole has to 
say in a despatch to the Colonist: 

"Please give correction to the state- 
ment made in the house on Saturday 
in connection with proposed Increase 
to timber dues that I had written a 
letter covering the percentage of the 
output that could be transported. I 
never wrote such a letter or expressed 
any such opinion. The facts have evi- 
dently been misrepresented to the gov- 
ernment." 

Mr. Marpole's denial, it is assumed, 
refers to an interview with the pro- 
vincial secretary, Dr. Young, which 
was published in Sunday's edition of 
the Colonist. The particular section 
to which ho takes exception Is that 
which is appended: "Chief among

One of the greatest problems lacing 
Canadian railways today Is that of se- 
curing rails as nearly unbreakable as 
possible. This .matter has assumed an 
unusually serious phase this year by 
the number of bad accidents tharhavo 
been caused by broken rails. Broken 
rails are tho bugbear of railway 
men, and despite the utmost precati- 
tions it seems inevitable that, evory 
once 1n a while a passenger or freight 
train should be wrecked from this 
cause. And for every broken rail that 
upsets a train there are probably a 
hundred that arc discovered before 
they have caused an accident; the fact 
that a rail is broken docs not neces- 
sarily mean that it will cause tin ac- 
cident. Half a dozen trains may pass 
•safely over it— and the next one be 
ditched. ' ■ • ' ■ . 

Tho problem facing the Canadian, us 
well as all other railway men, is to 
get a rail that will stand the changes 
of temperature of this country with- 
out becoming brittle, says the Mon- 
treal Gazette. Experts say that it is 
tho rapid changes of temperature that 
lead to broken rails — more especially 
in tho early spring, when the frost Is 
coming out of the ground, and tho cold 
below and warm air above cause such 
varieties In temperature that the met- 
al Is peculiarly liable to snap under 
the sharp pressure of a train. Owing 
to this, February, March and April 
are the great months for broken rails; 
at other times of the year comparati- 
vely little danger Is caused from this 
source. 

Experienced men state that the 
present spring-, owing to the' depth of 
frost in the ground, has proved one of 
the hardest on rails that they have 
over experienced, and as a result they 
point to the long list of horrible rail- 
way calamities that have occurred 
during the past few months, the great 
majority of which have been attribut- 
ed to broken rails. 

While tho weight of the rails has 
Increased from forty to eighty, ninety 
and even a hundred pounds per yard, 
tho weight of the trains has more 
than correspondingly increased, liun- 
dred-ton engines and hundred thou- 
sand-bound cars becoming the rpepg- 
I'zed' standard, and whether as ti res- 
ult of this or not, the number ot 
broken rails is said by experts to be 
proportionately greater today than in 
past years. 

This same difficulty used to he ex- 
perienced with car exits und a vast 
amount of scientific experimentation 
went op, with the result that this 
source of clanger has beer, nearly 
eliminated. But on some American 
railroads, there^is still a standing rule 
that in case an axle box catches lire 
any employee found . throwing water 
on tho axle shall he immediately dis- 
missed—because the cold water would 
make the heated axle brittle. 

Similar experiments are, now being 
conducted in an effort to produce a 
practically unbreakable rail— or at 
least a bettor one,. thiin the. present, 
("apt. Hunter, who is generally recog- 
nized as one of the greatest living 
authorities on steel rails, is now in 
Montreal, conferring with President 
Sir Thomas Shaughnessy, of the C. P. 
R., and other leading railway men, on 
the matter, which tho iattc-r regards as 
one of tho most extreme gravity, not 
only in the interests of the public, but 
of the road Itself, since a broken rail 
may easily precipitate a catastrophe 
Involving a loss of hundreds of 
thousands of dollars.. 

For some time past Sir Thomas has 
been trying to llnd if, I here Is no way 
of Improving the rails in use, nnd it 
is in the effort to do this that Capt.' 
Hunter has come to Montreal. Money 
is no cinslderation in this matter, 
but, so far, 111 tie has been accom- 
plished. Samples of the rails used by 
the road, with the formula for their 
manufacture, were sent to the various 
large mills, with invitations to make 
better ones If they could. This seems 
hard, since the Steel Trust's big Prick 
mills recently sent back word that they 
could not Improve upon the vails 
formula — they were as perfect as 
science so far could make them. 

When the rails are made, each batch 
is subjected to a most rigid test in or 
der to secure as near absolute 
as possible. The samples are even 
j frozen with liquid air to a tempera- 
ture of oino 200 degrees below zero 
and then battered with a trip Ham- 
mer — and batches which do not stand 
the test are remorselessly refused. 

At this time of the year tho section 
gangs and all other railway men are 
on the (|iii vlve for broken rails, so 
that as a general rule '.hoy arc dis- 
covered before much damage results. 
It is stated that a clean break across 
Is not dangerous, as it is generally 
held in place as are the ends or tho 
mils. Hut it Is the slanting split rail 
which causes the damage, the wheel 
flanges catching In the angle and slid- 
ing out, and then comes the upset; If 



tho train Is going fast. On some of 
the Amerlcun railways a bonus Is of- 
fered every rriah on or off thojrailway 
who discovers' a broken rail. 

, Kail way men fear the broken rail 
more than anything else. The best of 
rules can be made and the most com- 
petent employees engaged, but there 
is always tho liability of a rail going 
wrong during changing seasons. It Is 
G.T.R. are at present trying to re- 
fills liability which the C.P.R. and 
duce, if money und science can do it.

STEALS HALF MILLION 



Clerk of New York Financial 
Concern Makes Away 
With Bonds 



New York, April 22.— -The shortage 
in the accounts of W. O. Douglas, as- 
sistant loan clerk of the Trust Com- 
pany of North America, who was ar- 
rested yesterday on a charge of steal- 
ing $50,000 In b(?nds from - tho Insti- 
tution, may reach a quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars. Douglas is said to have 
confessed to Oakloigh Thorne, presi- 
dent of the Trast company, at the 
time of his arrest that he had made 
away with $50,000 in bonds, and to- 
day it was reported that he had made 
a written confession to Mr. Thorne in 
which he admitted that the total value 
of bonds taken by him would reach 
5250,000. The bonds are said to have 
been turned over to a Wall Street 
broker, who is believed to have acted 
for Douglas in good faith. It was re- 
ported also that the arrest of Douglas 
is expected to be followed by the ar- 
rest of another man who registered 
for Douglas at the , hotel Portland, in 
West Forty Seventh street, as W. R. 
Gray and wife, Boston. It was at this 
hotel that Douglas war, arrested yes- 
terday on the specilic charge of steal- 
ing Rock Island bonds valued at $30,- 
000. The man who had registered as 
Gray disappeared just before the ar- 
rest was made. 

President Thorne said today that he 
had found the broker with whom 
Douglas said he had placed securities, 
and that they will bo returned today. 
Mr. Thorne declared that Douglas' 
shortage amounts to only $500,000, and 
that all of it will be recovered. 

New York, April 22. — It was report- 
ed today that a large quantity of the 
bonds stolon by W. O. Douglas from 
a trust company of Xew York had 
been found hidden In a mattress in 
the room of a prominent broker in a 
fashionable up-town club. Report 
says also that the police are searching 
for the broker and that up to a late 
hour this afternoon they had not 
succeeded In -finding him.
